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REMARKS

Claims 5-8 3 10-21, 23, 55, and 56 are pending in the application. 
Claims 28-54 have been withdrawn. 

Claims 1-6, 8-9, 14-16, 22, 24-27, and 55-56 have been canceled without prejudice. In 
making this cancellation without prejudice, Applicants reserve all rights in these claims to file 
divisional and/or continuation patent applications. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

In the Office Action, the Examiner stated that claims 7, 10-13, 17-21, and 23 were 
allowed. 

CLAIM REJECTIONS 

35 U.S.C. § 102 Rejections 

In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 5, 6, 55, and 56 under 35 U.S.C. § 
102(e), as being anticipated by Tamamure^ et al. 

As claims 5, 6, 55, and 56 have been cancelled without prejudice, these rejections are 
now moot. 
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35 U.S.C. § 103 Rejections 



In the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 8 and 14-16 under 35 U.S.C. § 
103(a), as being unpatentable over Tamamura et al. 

As claims 8 and 14-16 have been cancelled without prejudice, these rejections are 
now moot.
